Wafihlngton, March 12. — Secretary 
Wilson of the agricultural department 
Is pushing the wireless telegraphy ev- 

parlmenta along the Virginia and 
North Carolina coaata. The work 

being done by Secretary Wilson dlrec 
tlon under the immediate Bupervisiu 
of Prof. Willis u Moor*, clilaf of th 
weather bureau. 

Prof. Moore make* thla atatemen 
regarding experlmenta bo far conduct 
ed: "The most efflctent method 
long distance transmission has been 
found to be from wire cylinders. Th 
new coast stations are being equipped 
with oylindera of 16 wires each and 
140 feet in length. Prom these cylln 
ders it Is expected to cover a magneti 
field of not less than 500 miles. Th 
stations now in operation are at Hat 
teras and at Roanolie island in the 
Pamlico sound. North Carolina. Work' 
men are beginning the construetion of 
a station at Capt- Henry wliieh will l)e 
the third station. When tliis is finish 
ed the two remote stations will be 127 
miles apart The three points now are 
connected by a government telegraph 
line» but this line will be abandoned 
on the completion of the Cape Henry 
station. This incidentally will save 
the expense of maintenance of a ball 
dosen repair stations." 



Further Proposals Expected. 
W^ashlngton, March 12. — Foreign of 
ficials are nettled at the statements 
cabled here that no opening is left for 
farther action In the case of Great 
Britain's rejection of the senate's 
amendments to the Hay-Pauncefot 
treaty. It la pointed out that Oreat 
Britain's replr InTitea further propoa< 
als from the United States. Moreover 
the foreign ofllce understands that 
something of this sort is already con 
templated in Washington. It is of 
flcially stated there is no desire on the 
part of British offlciala that the mat 
ter should be dropped. Tb^sr confl 
dently expect further negotiations and 
hope for a satisfactory conclusion 
though this dues not lessen their In 
sistence of the integritjr of the Clay 
ton-Bulwer treaty until both aignator 
ies consent to its abrogation. 

Nothing Doing on Canal Treaty. 

Washington, March 12. — No step baa 
been taken by either aide since the de 
livery of the Uritisb reply to the sen 
ate amendments to the Hi^-Paunc& 
fote treaty. It is understood none- will 
be taken in the immediate future. The 
treaty expired March 5 and it is stated 
positively that before this government 
decides as to \vh<>ther or not it shall 
enter upon negotiations for a new 
treaty with Oreat Britain an eifort will 
be made to learn the rlewa of aenators 
and party leaders in congress. There 
will be no treaty submitted to the sen 
ate except on a pretty clear under 
standing that It Is strong enough to 
■eeure vote of two-thirds of the body 



British Reciprocity Treaties. 
Washington, March 12. — It is prob- 
able that the time for ratifying the 
treaties with Oreat Britain respecttn? 
reciprocity with the British Indian 
colonies, will be extended one year or 
18 months, In order that the treaties 
may be considered by the senate next 
Doeember. It was at first thought the 
West Indian treaties lapsed at the 
close of congress, but It appears that 
those on British Oulana, Jauiiiick, 
Turks and Cacos islands and Uormu- 
da continue in existence until March, 
While the Barbadoes treaty baa until 
JuM II t o bo rtlfled. 

Will Not Oo Together. 

Washington, March 12. — ^The Ohio 
delegation in congress, which ii to at- 
tend the launching of the battleship 
Ohio at San Francisco, will not travel 
in the same train with the presidential 
party. It will go on a separate train, 
probably with OoTorsor Naah and oth- 
er prominent Ohians. The president's 
party will be confined to the members 
of the cabinet and their wives, Mr. 
Scott of the Union Iron works. Secre- 
tary Cortelyou, Dr. Rixey, several of 
the White House staff and perhape 
one or tw o inrited gueata. 

•t Louis Fair Commlaolon. 

Washington, March 12. — The presi- 
dent has practically completed the list 
of St. Louis fair commlssionerB and 
the announcement of the appointments 
may be made at any time. It already 
la known that the list includes ex-Sen- 
ators Carter of Montana, Lindsay of 
Kentucky, McBrlde of Oregon and 
Thurston of Nebraska, and ex-Repre- 
sentatives Rodenburg of lUittOla Wd 
Allen of Mississippi.

Speneor, adjoialag, waa blown off btit 
the occupants were not injured. 

The loss on property is estimated at 
not less than $100,000. 

James Freeman, brakeman, who was 
standing on a freight car watching the 
r«M«tn at work, fell from the car and 
was beheaded by a passing engine. 

Cause of Chicago Kxp lesion. 
Chicago, March 12.— The coroner's 
inqueat on the remains of the nine em- 
ployes of the Poremus laundry killed 
in the boiler explosion has been set for 
March 19. Expert engineers sent out 
by insurance companiea are almost 
unanimous in the opinion that the ex- 
plosion was the direct result of lack of 
suflUclent water In the boiler. A. M. 
Doremus, manager of the destroyed 
laundry, is in nominal custody of the 
police and pijobably will be held after 
the coroner's inquiry. 

Stockmen and Stock Killed. 
Chicago, March 12. — A rear-end eol> 
lision between a time freight and stock 
train on the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern road at ArlinKton Heights killed 
two stockmen, and injured eight. In 
the caboose were 14 stockmen travel- 
ing with stock. The engineer and fire- 
man of the freight Jumped and escaped 
Injury. The debris cought fire and 
three cars and the caouose were 
burned. Many animals were killed. 

Indiana Miners Meet. 
Terre Haute, Ind.. March 12.— The 
annual convention of District No. 11, 
United Mine Workers of America, be- 
gan the first of a three days' session 
here with many delegates in attend- 
ance.

— President 
Mitchell called the convention of the 
United Mine Workers to order, with 
500 delegates, representing about 150, 
000 mine workers, in attendance 
President Mitchell made a brief ad 
dress and committees on credentials 
and organisation were appointed after 
which a recess was taken to allow the 
committee to report. When President 
Mitchell was asked to make a state 
ment he said: "The conditions are 
too serious for me to add to them 
by words. "

Peking, March 12. — At a general 
meeting of tlie foreign ministers, the 
representativt s of the committees 
were beard. Regarding more puniah- 
ment of Chinese connected with the 
Boxers, there Is strenuous opposition 
against the demand of many more 
heads, but a list containing the names 
of 96 minor officials will shortly be 
presented Prince Ching and Li Hung 
Chang, urging that they be tried for 
complicity in the outrages and pun- 
islied. when found guilty, in such man- 
ner as the- Chinese themselves see fit, 
except six men who, the ministers 
think, should be executed. 

Mr. Roclthiirs provisions, providing 
for daily meetings of the ministers 
will be followed so far as practicable. 
When any minister Is unable to attend 
meetings, a meeting will not take 
place. Otherwise the meetings will oc« 
cur dally. 

The report of the committee on gen- 
eral principles on wliieh indemnity 
claims should be considered waa 
adopted. Those claims which are pal- 
pably unjust will be disallowed. The 
report of the committee on the lega- 
tion (pjarter defense will be < ijiisidi r- 
ed at once. Tliough the committee 
has de( lin-d to notify the Chinese 
owners of property confiscated the 
register of claims of the ministers will 
probably see that the amount involv- 
ed, if Just, is added to the total of the 
general indemnity. The ministc^rs will 
soon meet Prince Ching and Li Hues 
Chang to <'onsider questions regarding 
public buildings and grounds. 

Object to Russia's Grab. 
Shanghai, MarcL 12. — American and 
British China associations have cabled 

their n spective Institutions at Wash- 
ington and London urging tliat pro- 
tests be made against the Russian-Chi- 
nese .Manchurian treaty and it is un- 
derstood here that the Germans have 
taken similar action. It Is said Chang- 
Chi-Tung. viceroy of Hankow, will 
open treaty ports on the Yang Tse 
Kiang, below Woo Chang. 

Philippine Health Report. 
Washington. .March 12. — Surgeon 
Oeneral Sternberg has received a re- 
port from Colonel Oreenleaf, chief 
surgeon of the division of the Philip- 
pines, giving some interesting statis- 
tics in regard to tlie health of the 
army in tliat (luarter. The report ia 
dated Manilla, Jan. 15. At that time 
the strength of the command was 67.- 
415, and the percentage of sick was 
7.49. The consolidated wei Uly report 
of hospitals at Manilla and the luili 
tary hospitals in the division shows 
2.400. of which 390 were cases of ma- 
larial fever, 326 dysentery, 253 wounds 
and injuries, etc. There were 83 
deaths among the tioops during the 
month inded Jan. l.'j. Colonel Green- 
leaf says he regards the health of the 
command as good.
